But the Harlem 
Globetrotters haven’t lost a game since 
1971. In fact, they’re so good that in 
1935 the New York Celtics walked off 
the court in frustration—with two 
minutes left to play! 


The Globetrotters got started back in 
1927 when a short guy (only 4 feet 2 
inches tall) named Abe Saperstein 
caught sight of five men playing 
basketball in a dance hall after-hours. 


He bought them uniforms and sent 
them around the country to play. 


At first, the Globetrotters played 
straight B-ball. But during one game 
when they were ahead by 107 points, 
they started clowning around— 
shooting from under their legs, 
backward, even on their knees. The 
audience loved it, and comedy became 
as much a part of a Globetrotters’ 
game as the jump shot. 


D.A. talked to a couple of Trotters to 
see what “‘Trotting”’ is all about. 


When Sandra Hodge was 


playing college basketball, she 


hoped that there would be a 
women’s pro team to play on 
when she graduated. Well, 
she kinda got her wish. After 
all, she did get to play for the 
Globetrotters, one of the best- 
known basketball teams in 
the world. 


Q: When did you start playing 
basketball? 

A: Eighth grade. A friend 
and I tried out for the team in 
seventh grade.

the basketball coach, saw me 
playing in gym and put me 
on the team.
